President and Mrs. Eisenhower came home to Gettysburg 
today, to their first permanent home, to the place where, as 
President Eisenhower said, “my wife selected as our future 
home way hack in 1918 . . . hut she didn’t tell me until later.” 
Speaking from a small platform in Lincoln Square, Presi­ 
dent and Mrs. Eisenhower accepted the cheers and plaudits 
of more than 5,000 Gettysburgians — school children, nuns, 
college students, high school students, painters, and people 
from every walk of life. 
And then President Eisenhower told the crowd “I feel 
deeply honored at the turn out. Gettysburg has been 
m* long a part of the Eisenhower family. I think my wife 
derided in 1918 that this would he our permanent home.” 
Lincoln school children, carrying American flags, lined 
York Street, and waved and shouted as the presidential car, 
a huge black limousine with an open roof through which the 
President could stand. There was a great shout of welcome 
from the crowd. Students bearing signs that read, “Welcome 
Home Ike and Mamie.’’ “Happy Birthday Mamie” and simi­ 
lar expressions waved and shouted. 


President Is 
At His Farm 
For At Least

Eisenhower put in a business- 
as-usual appearance at his White 
House office today. 
Back only Friday from Denver 
where he spent seven weeks re­ 
covering from a heart attack, he 
appeared at the office just before 
8:30 am . 
That was a few minutes later 
than his custom ary starting time.

There has been some specula­ 
tion that after a few weeks at 
Gettysburg President and Mrs. 
Elsenhower might travel south 
for further convalescence, par­ 
ticularly lf the weather should 
be unpleasant at the farm When 
newsmen brought up that pos­ 
sibility today, James C. Hagerty, 
White 
House 
Press 
secretary, 
laughed and told them: “For 
those of you 
gentlemen

hold out any hope for you at 
all. I know of no other plans than 
Gettysburg .’* 
Hagerty recalled that Elsen- 
how'er’s physicians said in Denver 
that weather would not be an 
important factor in his conva­ 
lescence, and Hagerty added with 
a grin: 
"Gettysburg is the apple of his 
eye.”
